Indianapolis, Dec. 28.— The cen­ 


tury mark was reached today in the 
a r r e s t s of Terre Haute officials and 
politicians by deputies of the United 
States m arshal’s office in the federal 


probe of the last election there. W ith 
the arrest of four men the total was 


brought to one hundred even. 


E . Talbott, acting m ayor since the 
arrest of Donn Roberts, was arrest­ 
ed in Terre Haute and gave $5,000 
bond. 
George 
Ehrenhardt, member 


of the board of works, was arrested 
and gave $2,500 bond. 
Hilton Red­ 
man, son of Judge E li Redman of the 
Vigo county circuit court, came here 
from Casey, Illinois, where he was 
spending his vacation, was arrested 


and released on $2,500 bond. 


Four men who have been held iu 
the court jail here were released on 
.$2,500 bond. 
They were part of the 
original number of “ the hut” citizens 


arrested in the investigation. 


The arrest at Terre Haute today 


of Frank (K id ) Kizer, west end sa­ 


loon keeper, by a deputy from the 
office of United States Marshal Stö r­ 
en at Indianapolis brought the num­ 
ber or arrests up to 07 in the federal 
investigation of political 
conditions 


in Terre Haute. 
M ayor Roberts provided $10,000 


bond from a surety company and left 


tlie jail yesterday afternoon at four- 
thirty o’clock. 
In fifteen minutes he 
w as on his way to Terre Haute. 
His 


wife accompanied him. 
H a rry Montgomery, president 
of 


the Terre Haute board 
of 
works, 


surrendered yesterday afternoon. He 


left 
late 
in 
the 
afternoon, 
ac­ 


companied by a deputy marshal, for 
Terre Haute, where he 
expected to 


arrange for bond. 
Montgomery is charged in the gen­ 


eral indictment* with conspiracy to 
prevent a i&rge number of men from 


voting at the last election, and is in­ 


cluded in the various other counts 


of the indictment. 
No overt acts are 


charged against him. it is said. 
The Terre Haute mayor had been 


i prisoner at the jail here since 11 
o’clock Saturday! night, having fa il­ 


ed to provide surety after a Federal 


warrant had been served on him in 


Terre Haute a s a result of his in­ 


dictment by the Federal Grand Ju r y 


on a charge of conspiracy. The bond

The shooting of Frank Richard­ 


son, colored, by W alter Duke on the 
night of December 5, got into the cir­ 
cuit court today when Richardson, 
through 
his 
attorneys, 
Young 
& 


Young, filed suit for damages against 


Duke for $3,000. 


It is set out in the complaint that 
while Richardson was on his w ay 
home on the 
night of December 5, 
Mrs. Duke, 
wife of the 
defendant, 


called to the plaintiff, asking him to 
assist her in 
gettng 
Duke to the 


house from the barn where he was 


asleep on the 
floor. 
Richardson 
states that it was at her request that 


he volunteered to assist in getting 


Mr. Duke from the barn. 


The complaint states that when 


Mrs. Duke called to her husband and 


awakened him, he drew a .38 calibre 
revolver from his pocket and fired at 
Richardson, the bullet entering in 


the upper part of his thigh. 
The 


complaint states that the ball entered 


on the 
posterior 
side of his 
right 


thigh about six inches below the hip 
joint and 
struck the 
femur bone, 
shattered it as it plowed through. 


Richardson set out in 
the com­ 


plaint that he is permanently injured 


and has suffered 
great pain, both 


bodily and mentally as a result 
of 


the negligence on the part of Duke. 
He asserts that his right leg and hip 
are partially paralyzed, which a f­ 
fected his left arm, as he cannot use 


it. 
He states that his entire nervous 


system was greatly shocked and that 


as a result of the injury he will never 
entirely 
recover his 
former health 


and vigor. 


The complaint states that R ich ­ 


ardson has been confined to his bed 


for the past three weeks, unable to 
move and will be 
there for a long 


time to come. 
It is asserted that he 
will always be lame and will not have 


the use of the leg as before he was 


shot. 
The assault and battery, with in­ 
tent to kill, charge against W alter 


Duke is still pending before Squire 


Kratzer, as Richardson has been un­ 


able to appear in court. 
The dam­ 
age suit against Duke is for personal 


injuries and has nothing to do with 


criminal action. 


The trial of Frank Butts, charged 


with “ bootlegging,” was to start at 
three-thirty o’clock this 
afternoon. 


The case had been set for earlier in 


the afternoon but was changed on 
account of the funeral 
of 
Jam es 


Levi, who is related to the prosecut­ 


ing 
wifnessj 
Clara 
Gregg. 
Butts 


promises to put up a hard tight and 
will conduct his own case. 
He has

Washington, Dec. 29.— This gov­ 


ernment intends 
after the w ar to 


hold Great Britain to strict monetary 


account for any violation of rights to 


American shipping.

blanket protest to England against 
transgression of Am erica’s maritine 


rights.

Graham school assembly room last 
night and was embellished by a ser­ 
ies of stereoptienn v iews which made 
the story all the more realistic. 


Mrs. Brown began with a brief de­ 
scription of Edinbu rg, 
on 
which 
Mary , she said, had left her imprint. 
Mrs. Brown spoke of the two Edin- 
bu rgs, the old gray Edinbu rg on tin* 
hill and the new Edinbu rg in the v al­ 
ley 
which 
has 
risen 
since 
the 
Georges. 
Mary Stu art liv ed in the 
castle, Iloly rood, in the v alley . 


“Those who hav e 
written! 
abou t 
her,” said Mr. Brown, “hav e been in­ 
tensely partisan; 
either frantic one 
way or the other. 
At the time o f the 
S tu arts’ trou bles, there was the pas­ 
sing ou t of the old regime and the 
coming o f the 
new 
thou ghts. 
The 
same battle was fou ght in all cou n­ 
tries, only u nder different leaders. It 
was a rev olt against old forms. 
It 
is amazing that Mary Stu art, once so 
delightfu l and fu ll of charm, shou ld 
be enmeshed in this stru ggle.” 


Tin* Stu arts first appeared on the 
Soots throne in 18 70. 
James the 
Fou rth a Tu dor, a sister of Henry 
the Eighth, bu t this did not stop tin* 
war that was being fou ght between 
England and Scotland and the oou n- 
t r i o were fighting when M ary Stu art 
was born. 
Jam es 
the 
Fifth, 
Mrs. 
Brown recalled, was 
disappointed 
when he heard a dau ghter had been 
born to his wife and died soon a fte r­ 
ward on the battlefield. 
Mary was 
crowned qu een of the Scot- at S ter­ 
ling castle at the age of nine months. 
Henry tin* Eighth of England su g­ 
gested she be betrothed to his son, 
who was then fou r y ears old, and 
that she be edu cated in England, bu t 
the Scotch people 
demu rred 
and 
asked Henry to wait u ntil she was 
ten y ears of a ire. 


Bu t, according to the story told by 
Mrs. Brown, M ary 's mother, who was 
Mary of Gu ise, was 
determined 
to 
bring abou t 
an 
alliance 
between 
Scotland and France 
becau se* 
she 
lov ed her cou ntry better than Scot­ 
land 
and 
she 
secretly 
sent 
her 
dau ghter at the age of fiv e y ears to 
France, where she was edu cated in 
all of the glamor of a French cou rt 
and where she fou nd the 
constant 
pleasu res to her likitig. 


“The contract between M ary and 
the people ov er whom 
she 
ru led." 
continu ed Mrs. Brown, “is one of the 
most pictu resqu e things in her life’s 
story . 
She was a v ery gifted and 
clev er woman 
and 
ex hibited 
rare 
traits in her 
childhood. 
Bu t 
her 
people were stau nch 
and 
straight- 
laced, and not giv en mu ch to* friv o­ 
lou s things. 
“ Mary was married at the age of 
six teen to Frances, c.gc 10, a weakly 


so n of Catherine de Medici. 
I hav e 
already told y ou in a prev iou s lec­ 
tu re* how Catherine entertained these 
children on their honey moon 
by 
a 
m assacre or Ifu genots. 
At the 
age 
of nineteen Mary was a widow and 
went back to her own people, arriv ­ 
ing in Edinbu rg Au gu st 
14, 
18 61. 
John Knox ’s description of the terri­ 
ble day when she landed portended 
the short bu t terrible reign she was 
to hav e. 
“There are many legends of her 
beau ty and her remarkably personal­ 
ity . 
One chronicler say s 
her 
skin 
and flesh was* so fair that the glow 
of the wine was v isible 
after 
she 
drank it.” 
Mi s. Brown said that the* Earl of 
Mu rry , 
the 
illegitimate 
son 
of 
M any ’s father and her half brother, 
and 
John 
Knox , 
the

ole] 
Scotch Presby terian preacher 
who 
was the leader of the rev olt against 
the papal au thority were the two men 


in Scotland who brou ght a shadow 
ov er the 
life of 
Mary .

cross-grained with the Scotch tem- 
permerit. 
Before her retu rn to Scot­ 
land John Knox had su cceeded 
in 
hav ing called the Scotch parliament 
which settled the Presby terian reli­ 
gion as the Scotch national religion. 
The lectu rer declared Mary liv ed 
for two things: 
a brilliant m arriage 
and to hav e herself appointed su c­ 


c e s s o r to the English throne. 
She 
Gu ises and her sy mpathy w a s with 
the French. 
Tin* Earl

was jealou s becau se Mary sat on the 
throne where he 
shou ld

Mrs. 
Brown said, and he did not want her 
too popu lar with John Knox , which 
resu lted 
in 
his 
sinister 
natu re 
thwarting her all the time. 
She still 
clu ng to her religion, Homan Catho- 
locism. ev en u nder the 
attacks 
of 
John Knox , hu t it mu st be said to her 
credit, Mrs. Brown declared, that al­ 


tho ug h she might pu t a man to death 


fo r lov ing her too well, 
she 
nev er 
persecu ted any one becau se they dis­ 
agreed with her religion. 
“The pecu liar 
relations 
between 
Mary and Elizabeth of 
England,” 
continu ed-Mrs. Brown, “is one of tin1 
most interesting parts of the history 
of M ary ’s life. 
She was alway s wil­ 
ling to m arry any one Elizabeth su g­ 
gested prov iding she 
be 
appointed 
su ccessor to the English throne. Al­ 
thou gh they carried on an ex tensiv e 
correspondence, they nev er met.” 
Mary finally married Henry Stu art 
Lord Darnlev , her cou sin, with whom 
Elizabeth was in lov e. 
He was weak 
and licentiou s, bu t when he m u rder­ 
ed in her 
presence, 
Dav id 
Hizzo, 
M ary ’s cou nselor, on a pretex t of 
jealou sly , Mary 
sent 
her 
hu sband 
from her presence. 
From then on, 


M r s . Brown said, her life descended 
from the high places. 
She went to 
Edinbu rg castle on the hill where sht 
gav e birth to Jam es the Fifth, des­ 
tined to become James the First of 
England 
Mrs. Brown called attention to the 
fact that Mary liv ed to pu nish Darn- 
ley . 
Some historians say 
she 
was 
not cognizant of the plot to mu rder 
her 
hu sband. 
Mrs. 
Brown 
said 
Both well, her new lov er, 
was 
tin 
mu rderer and she believ ed Mary was 
an accomplice. 
The hou se in which 
Darnlev resided was blown u p. 


“ M ary ’s mother-in-law,” said Mrs. 
Brown, “Catherine de Medici, mu st 
hav e been ashamed for her dau gh­ 
ter-in-law becau se of the awkward 
way in which she killed her hu sband. 
Why she shou ld blow u p a lot of iii- 
nocent people to get rid 
of one man 
was nev er qu ite u nderstood 
wHeh 
there were so many polite and ac­ 
cepted way s of doing it. 
Amid ali 
of the u proar after Darnley ’s death, 
two months afterw ards, she married 
Bothwell. 
They fled, M ary disgu ised 
as a page, and the Earl of Mu rray 
came ou t in his tru e colors. 
She was 
compelled to renou nce 
the throne 
and her y ou ng son was crowned king 
of Scotland at the 
age 
of 
nine 
months, with the Earl of Mu rray as 
regent.

G. M. Frier, associate in charge of 
short courses and exhibits. 


The letter at hand says: 
"I regret much to say that owing 


to the recent excitement and loss oc- 
casioned by the outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease in Indiana the regular 
short courses as we. were., planning 
them will be cancelled and. none held 
in Indiana this season. We wish to 
tie entirely on the safe side. .We had 
our staff, equipment, program, every- 
thing provided for the work when the 
epidemic came. We are very much 
disappointed but can do nothing else 
than suspend short rcqurse7 work for 
the seasonr • It is not, unlikely/that 
Avith 
the 'coming, again of 
mild 


weather we Jnay have more of' the 
disease. 
We have had it too near 


the institution here for comfort and 
snfefjy. 
Without livestock it does 


not seem that the short courses will 
attract any large numbers." 


A postscript on the letter states 


that "the short course held here at 
Purdue will be put on as usuaj' but in 
modified form."

Great anticipations had arisen in 


the minds of those behind the short 
course project and it wasagreat dis- 
appointment to them to learn 
that 


the course could not be held. Rush 
county should have been assigned 
dates early in December, but plans 
were delayed in the first place by the 
outbreak of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, which finally was the cause for 
ill of the short courses being called 
off.

LECTURE AT SCHOOL HOUSE 


Misfortunes That Beset Girl Married 


First at Age of Fourteen Are 


Graphically Related. 


The enchanting . story 
of 
Mary 


Stuart, queen of the Scots, was told 
in a highly interesting manner by 
Mrs. Dernarehus C. Brown at 
the 


Graham school assembly room last 
night and was embellished by a ser- 
ies of stereoptican views which made 
the story all the more realistic. 


Mrs. Brown began with a brief de- 


scription of Edinburg, 
on 
which 


Mary, she said, had left her imprint. 
Mrs. Brown spoke of the two Edin- 
bnrgs, the old gray Edinburg on the 
hill and the new Edinburg in the val- 
ley 
which has 
risen 
since the 


Georges. 
Mary Stuart lived in the 


castle, Holyrood, in the valley. 


"Those who have written' about 


her," said Mr. Brown, "have been in- 
tensely partisan; either frantic one 
way or the other. At the time of the 
Stuarts' troubles, there wns the pas- 
sing out of the old regime and the 
coming of the 
new thoughts. The 


same battle was fought in all coun- 
tries, only under different leaders. It 
was a revolt against old forms. 
It 


is amazing that Mary Stuart, once so 
delightful and full of charm, should 
be enmeshed in this struggle." 


The_Stuarts first appeared on the 


Scots throne in 1870. James the 
Fourth a Tudor, a sister of Henry 
the Eighth, but this did not stop the 
war that was being fought between 
England and Scotland and the coun- 
tries were fighting when Mary Stuart 
was born. James the Fifth, Mrs. 
Brown- recalled, was 
disappointed 


when he heard a daughter had been 
born to his wife and died soon after- 
ward on fhe battlefield. 
Mary was 


crowned queen of the Scots at Ster- 
ling castle at the age of nine months. 
Henry the Eighth of England sug- 
gested she be betrothed to his son, 
who was then four years old, and
